There are persons in Nevada who 


claiming to be in favor of silver remone- 
tizatiou who profess to believe that the 
only way it can be secured is through 
the Kepublican party 
These people 


think the party organization should be 
maintained in this state and that a dec- 
laration to the effect that Nevada Ee- 
publicaiiB are in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver should be 
sufficient to innnre the feuccess of the 
party at the polln. They see no incon- 
sistency whatever, while pretending to 
be friends of Bjlrer, in supporting a 
party o° which the New York J'r/'xs, one 
of its recognized organs, says: 


The only hope for an honest currency 
is in the patriotism and intelligence of 
the Republican minority in the senate 
and hoube ot representatives. The Ite- 
publioau party is pmphatically the 
party of sound money. It fought the 
passage of the Bland free silver bill in 
the house March '21, ISM, when 130 out 
of 211 Democrats voted for the meas- 
ure; 
itn representatives in the seriate 


on July 1, 1892, voted by more than 
two-thirds majority against the Stfewart 
free uilver bill, which thirty out of 
forty Democrats supported; and sixty 
out of Hixty-ume Jiepublicaus opposed 
the Htevvart bill in thehou.se when a 
decide'! majority of Democrats voted 
for its passage. If the currency of the 
nation is protected against degradation 
it will be because of the uncompromis- 
ing resistance of Republicanism. 


As proof that the New York Press is 


right and speaks authoritatively for 
the Republicans, one has only to refer 
to the vote in the house of representa- 
tives last mouth 
On the Bland amend- 


ment to the Wilson repeal bill 125 .Re- 
publicans voted. Of these!3 cast their 
votes for free coinage and 112 went on 
record against it. The Democrats on 
that occasion also proved that a ma- 
jority of them are against free coinage. 
The total Democratic vote cast was 215 
of which 100 wero for silver coinage 
and 115 against it. 


This shows that the goldbug element 


prevails in both old parties and while 
not ?>o pronounced iu tho Democratic 
party us it is iu tho Republican party 
it is sufficient to control it. It is 
therefore nonsensical to expect any 
legislation favorable to silver from 
either, and the only sensible course 
for those who favor free coinage to 
pursue is to build up tho party that 
makes the reniouetizution of silver its 
cardinal principle.

Tho Uuitsd States is affected 
by tho business depression at home as 
it doos not export manufactured goods 
to any great extent, while England, 
which exports goods to all parts of the 
world, irf atfected by the depression at 
home tmd abroad. It is stated that 
Manchester, which is the great chief 
manufacturing center of England, re- 
ports a falling ol£ in tho demand for 
cloth to the extent of dOO,000,OUCTyards 
iu the six months ended July 1st as 
compared 
with 
the corresponding 


period of 1892. 


AB tho Hherinan bullion purchasing 


uct does att'ect England, which is on a 
gold DUS'IS, and factories tire idle there 
as well as on this tide of the Atlantic, 
it is but reasonable to assume that the 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
monthly by the United States govern- 
coinage value is not the cause of its 
meut ut lo>.» than 00 per cent, of the 
great depression iu the United States.

Senator 
Stewart last week devoted three days 
to the history of the demonetization 
act of 1873 :incl he is down for another 
speech before the debate closes.

ent time is, as may be supposed, the 


SILVEB QUESTION. 


A great impetus was given to dis- 


cussion by the unexpectedly large ma- 
jority given hi favor of repeal by the 
lower house of congress. That body 
has sent silver to the rightabout in an 
unmistakable manner, and in \ iew of 
the action of some of its honorable 
members the white metal, if it could, 
might aptly sing of them the reproving 
distich: 


'Twos all very well to dissemble your love, 
But why did yon kick me down stairs ?" 


The proceedings of the senate are 


now watched with profound interest, 
for the fate of silver trembles in the 
balance. 


President Cleveland, like a huge 


catapult, is battering away at the propo 
upon which is reared the fabric of our 
prosperity. When he has succeeded in 
relegating silver to a place among the 
base metals and establishing his pet 
theory of free trade, then, like the 
Roman emperor of old, who fiddled 
away as he looked on Rome burning, he 
may, upon whatever may be his favor- 
ite instrument, discourse sweet music, 
as with equal complacency he views the 
havoc his unwise policy has wrought 
upon the country. Already we ex- 
perience a foretaste of the evils of 
Glevelandism. Groups of unemployed 
throng the streets at the busiest season 
of the year. Our local market has al- 
most disappeared, and the price of our 
products is belowthe cost of production. 
Enterprise is completely dead and 
the business of the country stricken 
with paralysis. What the case will be 
when the president has got his policy 
under full swing who will venture to 
foretell ? If we were to believe what he 
says, the suspense and gloom that now 
brood over the land will be dispelled 
and the dark whiter of our discontent 
would be changed into glorious sum- 
mer. 
So be it; but I opine theis Popu- 


list stronghold, the state of Nevada, 
has little chance to share in these 
proffered blessings, unless, upon some 
phlebotomist theory, that by taking 
away precious blood from a patient you 
confer great benefit upon him. 


THE MUSTANG NUISANCE. 


Under these circumstances it is not 


pertinent for the citizens of Nevada to 
consider the question, What are we go- 
ing to do ? Other metals we have than 
silver, and these we will have to give 
greater attention to. Our sheep and 
cattle have beenja. source of consider- 
able income, and that industry might 
be greatly fostered by legislation aimed 
at the eradication of what is termed the 
mustang nuisance. Hordes of worth- 
less wild horses are feeding on our 
valuable ranges and threaten to dis- 
place the valuable stock which these 
ranges have heretofore supported. 


OUB AGBICULTUBAIj BESOUBCES. 


But above all it is to our agricultural 


resources we must look to fill up in 
some measure the vacany created by 
the annihilation of our silver produc- 
ing industry. 'This is a matter deserv- 
ing our most intellectual considera- 
tion. That we have an unlimited ex- 
tent of cultivable land is a fact patent 
to' us all, and all that is needed to 
make it yield abundantly of nearly 
every species of crops is a generous 
supply of water. The important ques- 
tion then arises, How is an adequate 
supply of water to be obtained to bring 
a large body of this land under culti- 
vation? 
If only this could be ac- 


complished we should have reached a 
point when we might safely hold out 
inducements to emigrants to settle 
down amongst us and unite their efforts 
with our own to build up the state. A 
comprehensive scheme "of irrigation 
then I conceive to be the coming ques- 
tion for Nevadans to take resolutely in 
hand, and I trust that instead of any of 
our citizens becoming disgruntled and 
leaving the state, very likely to go 
further and fare worse, they will abide 
with us and assist in the satisfactory 
solution of this great problem. 


CHEAP TBANSPOBTATION 


Of produce is also a matter of vital im- 
portance which it will be imperative 
for us to take in hand. We are an in- 
land state, shut out from the sea, with 
which we have no water communication 
whatever.

THIS PANIC MAIMS BY N1SWSPAPJS11S. 


The Public I'rigliteiiort by Sensational 


JSdlloiiul - Mischief That 
wus Not 


Iiitumlccl. 


To the editor of the Sim—SIB: 
I 


observe ia to-day's paper that you take 
humorous exception to the statement 
of Mr. Teller in the senate that "a 
scheme Incl been organized early in the 
season in New York for the purpose of 
creating a financial panic, which would 
compel at an extra session the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act," and you state that it is im- 
possible that New York could go to 
work to pick its own pockets. 
Will 


you permit me to present my observa- 
tion with reference to thid matter. 


I was in New York during the early 


part of this year for some months, and 
was a close observer of > the course oi 
the bankers and newspapers regarding 
the Hherman bill. You remember the 
clamor that then existed for the calling 
of an extra session. Eefer to the files 
of the Hemld, World, Times and Post 
during that period and you will find 
the moat inflammatory articles intended 
to arouso and alarm the country. I 
remember in particular that the New 
York Herald would day after day have 
from five to six short editorials, double 
leaded or italicized, in every column, 
calling attention in the most alarming 
way to the danger oi the situation: " Joe 
treasury roserv was being depleted, the 
gold was flowing out, the country was 
drifting on a silver basis, the dollar 
was a 60 cent dollar, foreign investors 
were selling their securities," &o., &c. 
I remember that in one of the papers 
for some days there appeared in im- 
mense ligures atthe head of the column 
the constantly decreasing amount of 
the gold reserve, accompanied by sansa- 
tioual headlines. 


Now, 
what was the effect of all this? 


There is always a natural drain of gold 
from this coutry during the early part 
of the year which is followed by a flow 
thia way during the latter half of the 
year. 
Those New York papers were 


read and quoted in JSngland. They, 


mine. So far as our foreign investors 
are concerned, they probably took as 
true the v ery aggravated utterances of 
our newspapers that we were drifting 
on a silver basis, but so far as the loca 
want of confidence is concerned, it took 
the form of lack of confidence in the 
banks, not in the money bearing the 
stamp of tho government. The best 
evidence of this is that silver certifi- 
cates and silver coin, both alike, repre- 
senting, according to the statement o! 
these papers, only 60 per cent, of in- 
trinsic value, have been hoarded by the 
people and have been practically at a 
premium. 


I remember well, on my return to 


Washington from 
New York last 


March, I predicted to some friends that 
the New York papers would within the 
next three months, create the greatest 
panic of the century. That prediction 
has come true. Later on, before Ihe 
pania had assumed such large propor- 
tions, I was talking with a prominent 
banker in New York and insisted upon 
it that the sensationalism of the New 
Y.ork press was doing great injury. I 
asked him why the substantial men of 
New York did not represent to these 
papers the injury they were doing, and 
appeal to them to modify their course. 
His answer, with great excitement, was: 
"Appeal to them; d 
* them; they 


would publish the appeal and aggra- 
vate the difficulty." 


For the purpose of illustration, let 


us suppose that the press of Paris 
should commence an outcry against the I 
security of the currency of France. 
We all know that France is one of the 
largest owners of silver in the world. 
I believe she has $700,00^,000 of silver 
coin. Now, suppose the Paris journals 
should day after day, with sensational 
head lines and double-leaded editorials,

drawal of gold by foreigners, and the 
withdrawal of deposits and hoarding 
of money by our own people, has 
brought on a monetary 
stringency 


which has caused the 
sacrifice of 


hundreds of millions of values in Am- 
erican securities, as well as wheat, 
cotton and other products. 
Our 


foreign investors alone have profited, 
for they are now buying back the very 
securities which they sold some months 
ago, at from 20 to 40 per cent discount 


It is impossible to believe that the 


bankers in New York entered into an 
organized conspiracy to produce the 
great panic from which we are all suf- 
fering; the part which they played was 
merely incidental. 
They 
were, of 


course, hostile to silver and wished the 
Sherman act repealed. The national 
banks also wanted bonds issued for the 
purpose of increasing the reserve, and 
also for the purpose of enabling them 
to increase their circulation, but the 
newspapers were constantly interview- 
ing the bankers and publishing their 
interviews with sensational head lines 
and comments. I ask then, is it not 
fair to say that this great panic, which 
all agree now is a senseless panic, had 
its oriein in the metropolitan press of 
New York? The only prominent pa- 
pers which have pursued a conservative 
course throughout, in K..V judgment, 
have, been the Sun, Tribute ai-d Com- 
mercial Adcertitfr. 
The very papers 


which started the scare are now declar- 
ing that it was senseless, and are trying 


such emergency could occur hi that 
country, for the editors of the Paris 
journals so engaged in the seditious 
work of undermining the public credit 
would doubtless be behind the bars of 
a prison before their work could be 
accomplished. 
""" 


It is, of course, impossible to believe 


that the New York editors have entered 
upon this work of destruction with 
deliberate intention; they simply rep- 
resent the sentiment of the great bank- 
ing class of New York regarding finance 
and they took what they thought to be 
the surest method of accomplishing 
results without reflection as to the 
trouble and distress the scare created 
by them would cause. Whether this 
scare will result in the 
complete 


demonetization of silver in this coun- 
tjy or not remains to be seen, but if it 
is accomplished, the loss and distress 
and ruin caused by this agitation will 
far outbalance any that would have 
happened even if the worst predictions 
of our opponents as to the effect of this 
country's drifting on a silver basis 
had Leen realized.

form appendix? Who has not beard of 
that troublesome little pouch in the ab- 
dominal rcjriong which serves no good 
ptirpose, bnt is responsible for thousands 
of deaths each year? 


Emmons Blaiiio, Senator Hagan and 


hundreds of other persons of prominence 
had tronblo with tho vermiform appen- 
dix—and they died. 
/ 


Now <i«ienco i.s asking in all serioias- 


nc-=, whether the vermiform appendix 
shall be allowed to exist; whether it shall 
not be rumovcd entirely before it has the 
opportunity to poison and destroy. 


Professor B. G. "Wilder has said flatly j 


that children should be relieved of the 
vermiform appendix, just as they are 
vaccinated. But other students in this 
new field are not yet ready to pronounce 
in favor of so radical a scheme. 


Physicians have known for centuries 


that the vermiform appendix existed, bnt 
it was not nntil 1888—not until five years 
ago—that any one of the profession had 
the daring to make an incision into the 
abdominal cavity and remove this rank 
offender against the laws of health. 


The attack on the vermiform appendix 


is but five years old, but it is beingpros- 
ecuted with remarkable vigor in New 
York city, where it originated, and the 
reason is not far to seek. It is simply be- 
cause physicians feel sure that they have 
evidence that appendicitis, as disease of 
the vermiform appendix is named, causes 
more deaths every year than consump- 
tion, the long acknowledged chief among 
fatal diseases. 


The appendix vermiformis in normal 


condition is about the size of a lead pen- 
cil and about 0 inches long. It is very 
well shown in a specimen which was re- 
moved at a clinical lecture at the Post- 
graduate Medical school on Jan. 13. 


This appendix had ulcerated and in- 


creased in size somewhat, but gave a very 
fair idea of tho part. When perfectly 
normal, it so compares with an ordinary- 
lead pencil that it is most frequently de 
scribed as like ifc. It is a pencil that 
writes only death warrants. 


Even today very few physicians out- 


side of New York city have any accurate 
knowledge of appendicitis or would un- 
dertake an operation for the removal of 
the appendix. So entirely is the discov- 
ery of the disease and the prtpor method 
of treating ifc an American development 
of knowledge and practice that among 
scientists of other countries today ap- 
pendicitis is known as "the American 
disease." 


Since the recent discoveries removals 


of the cause of all the trouble have been 
very frequent. Ono general practitioner 
lias had 48 such cases wishin a year. 


Speaking in the light of recent re- 


search, it seems safe to say that appen- 
dicitis is far more prevalent than con- 
sumption, and in just that proportion 
auses more deaths, the chief difference 
being that the cause or seat of appendici- 
tis may be removed bodily with success 
in most cases, and siiccess means restor- 
ation to peiTect health. 


The removal of the vermiform appen- 


dix in tho e-rly stages of an attack of 
appendicitis <i now held to be one of the^ 
safest of f>ui _ teal operations, while such* 


operation, when the case has come to 


near its last and fatal stnge, is one of the 
mostoflefeperate. The sad case of Senator 
Hag'jmTs one in point. He had long de- 
sired an operation, but it bad been de- 
layed nntil too late for an assured sue- 
"•"OSS 


And now, after all these facts are re- 


cited, recurs tho question of whether the 
coining man will have a vermiform ap- 
pendix. It is not meant by this to in- 
quire whether tho coming man will have 
his appendix slain lest it slay him. A 
much wider question is indicated. The 
number of appendixes removed in this 
city since tho discovery that such an op- 
eration could be safely performed is very 
great, all things considered. One gen- 
eral practitioner, not a surgical special- 
ist, told tho representative of The World 
that he had removed 100 appendisot, iu 
two years. Possibly 1,000 appendixes 
have been removed since the first opera- 
tion of this sort in 1888, and inost of 
these in the past three years. 


What follows? li such a rate is to be 


maintained, there will soon be a very 
large proportion of the people of New 
York city who have eliminated their 
vermiform appendixes, and we are glad 
of it. 
Will the children of these people be 


likewise possessed of vermiform appen- 
dixes? Undoubtedly. But should the 
eliminating process be continued for a 
few generati»ns, how long would it be 
before this useless ar*i dangerous, de- 
generate and rudimentary portion of the 
body is permanently bred out of exist- 
ence?—Now York World.

A Clock That Registers the Tide. 


The chamber of commerce of Rouen 


has erected a, clock tower which gives 
the time on three sides and tbo height of 
the tide on the fourth, namely, that front- 
ing the harbor. The tide indicator con- 
sists essentially of a float, which, by 
means of a cord and counter weight hung 
on a drum, actuates a series of shafts 
with bovel wheel gearing and moves a 
hand or pointer on a dial like that of n 
clock, marked with the necessary figures 
to show the level of the tide. The dials 
are of opal glass and are illuminated at 
night. The cloci has an apparatus for 
distributing the time to other clocks in 
Houen and also for unifying the time 
after the method adopted in Paris.—

rXdinance No. 36, of the town of Reno, en- 
titled, "An ordinance to fix and collect a 
license tax upon certain trades and brimess 
in the town of Reno, Nevada."

By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of "Nevada, 
the board of 
county 
commissioners ol 
Woshoe county, do order us fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows: 


SBC. 9.—Every person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct such business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged in such business, twenty-five dollars; 
provided, however that any person may sell 
at auction or public out cry I where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 


SBC. 2.—Section twentyflve of said ordi- 
nance is hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 
SEC. 25 —Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having a fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in good*, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
| three dollars.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp Y. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 


starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Dilute 


calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minute* 


after tho saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post blfc'iial will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running- purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 0 
o'clock r, u. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the raco at B r. M. 


Horses entered in nurses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age und sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of tho rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race Is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
way bo declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horse* 
that have won prior to Saptember 1st shall 
carry five pounds over sca'e weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unlec* 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and mutt 
be paid prior to welshing too jockey out. 


Where there U more thai one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing race* ar* the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserve* the right to hold • 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided pro rats. 


In all two in three race* horses not winning 
one heat in two muat ao to the stable; and in 
all three in five race* horse* not winning one 
beat iu three muet go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finiah any day'* racing, or to trot a special 
race between heata. 


When lew than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be dfvided a« follow. 
66% to the first and 3SJ4 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entrie* of any pernon may be re- 
futed. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepatake, 
or entering o horse in a running race, under 
thww condition*, accept* the deciiion of the 
Baudot Director* on any quetrtion relating 
to ft race or racing. 


National Trotting AMjpeiatlon rule* to 
overn trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
norse Association rule* to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with the*o 
conditions.
